jyjR. FREDERICK S. DICKSON, the owner of this collec- 
tion, is the well-known Thackeray bibliographer. He 
was a resident of Philadelphia until lately. He has for the 
last forty years of his life been an indefatigable collector of 
Antique Furniture, Rugs, Porcelains and Engravings, and the 
items described in this catalogue are a portion of the furnishing: 
of his spacious residence in this city, he only reserving enough* 
to furnish apartments in New York, where he is now residing. 

In the collection will be found many choice pieces of Fine Old 
Furniture designed by Hepplewhite, Sheraton and Chippendale, 
as well as some few of the American colonial period. Of the 
major portion of the Furniture we have rendered photographic 
reproductions in the catalogue, which will both display the 
designs and beauty of each individual piece. 

The Hangings consist of Rare Old Kizkelin, noted for the 
beauty of their design and coloring. The Rugs are old Persian; 
the china contains some choice specimens of old English Spode 
and Chelsey, Dresden, Early Japanese and Chinese. 

The Engravings include some choice specimens of old color 
prints, fine Line Engravings, Mezzotintos and Etchings. There 
is also a fine Painting by Carl Weber and one by Thos. Anshutz^ 

We have introduced into this sale, not belonging to Mr. Dick- 
son, a Carrara Marble Bust, life size, of Benjamin Franklin, by 
Caffieri, from life. It was presented to the late Dr. Ely in 1794. 
by Hon. Wm. Bingham, first U. S. Senator from Pennsylvania. 
Also a fine old Cremona Violin and a very choice old piece o^ 
Chinese solid silver in the form of a mug, with handle, exhibiting; 
a rare piece of metal carving.
